German* Attacking Fort*. 


T h e G erm ans have resum ed their 
attack s on th e forts, but how they are 
progressing has not been com m unicat­ 
ed to the outside world. 
B russels had 
a rep ort th a t the forts had succeeded 
in silencing all th e big G erm an guns, 
but little credence is placed in this. 
It may be that for the m om ent the 
invaders have stopped th eir onslaught, 
eith er to rest or to adopt som e new 
m eans of gaining th eir object. 
L orraine for th e present seem s to 
have been left out of the fighting, 
w hile Alsace, like W estern France, is 
th e scene of engag em en ts betw een 
the advance guards of th e m ain Ger­ 
m an and French arm ies.

tries. 
“Of th e w heat and w heat flour ex­ 
ported in 1913—about 140,000,000 bush­ 
els 
only 12,000,000 went to Germany 
md Austria. 
If they were to control 
the high seas it would seriously inter­ 
fere w ith th e m arketing of the greater 
part of foodstuffs We export. 
“If. on the o ther hand, 
England, 
F rance and Russia control the high 
seas. we should be able to m a rk et lh 
the near future, without g reat diffi­ 
culty, the great m ass of our export­ 
able food products. 


Will Take Reasonable Risks. 


"Even if they cannot control tho 
. eas they are going to tak e every sort 
of reasonable risk to get supplies, and 
on account of their extensive shorn 
lines and 
large

facilities, 
they would doubtless procure a Tory

A M asterpiece In Fragm ents. 
Dr. Ohnefaiscb-Richter, the fam ous 
antiquarian, writing in the Pall Mall 
M agazine on the ancient civilization of 
Cyprus, describes the chance discovery 
of a vase o f the fourth century B. C. 
which ranks as one of the finest exam ­ 
ples o f ancient art ever found. "It first 
escaped the eyes of my workmen alto­ 
gether.” he writes, * when I accidental­ 
ly found a single fragm ent in the earth 
dug out of a tomb. 
After a good bak­ 
sheesh had been promised for each de­ 
livered fragm ent I succeeded in finding 
the whole vase w ith the exception of 
one sm all bit and in gluing together 
with my ow n hands the sixty-eight 
pieces and thus obtained the master 
piece of art.” Today it has a place of 
honor In the British museum among 
the collection of A ttic vases of the best 
period. 


Java's Teak Forests. 
Teak forests in Java cover 1,480.000 
acres, and, as the area reforested is 
two and a half tim es as large as the 
urea felled in a given time, tills m agni­ 
ficent stock of timber is continually 
increasing. 
A pest of the Java teak 
plantation 
is alang grass (lmperata 
urinal bracae). 
In order to prevent the 
incursion of this plant, as hoeing is too 
expensive, the foresters sow a legu­ 
minous plant, luecena glauca, bet VV BGD 
the row s of teak seedlings. T his chokes 
the alang, keeps the soil clean and en­ 
riches the soil in humus and nitrogen, 
and ultim ately disappears with the in­ 
crease of the forest cover.

A M asterpiece In Fragm ents. 
Dr. Ohnefaisch-Richter, the famous 
antiquarian, writing in the Pall Mall 
Magazine on the ancient civilization of 
Cyprus, describes the chance discovery 
of a vase of the fourth century B. C. 
which ranks as one of the finest exam ­ 
ples of ancient a rt ever found. “ It first 
escaped the eyes of my workmen alto­ 
gether.” he writes, fcwben I accidental­ 
ly found a single fragm ent in the earth 
dug out of a tomb. After a good bak­ 
sheesh had been promised for each de­ 
livered fragm ent I succeeded in finding 
the whole vase with the exception of 
one small bit and In gluing together 
with my own hands the sixty-eight 
pieces and thus obtained the m aster 
piece of art.”

Teak forests in Java cover 1.4NO.OOO j 
acres, and, as the area reforested is » 
two and a half tim es as large as the 
urea felled in a given time, this magni­ 
ficent stock of tim ber Is continually 
increasing. 
A pest of the .Java teak 
plantation is alang grass (im perata 
uruudinacaej. 
In order to prevent the 
incursion of this plant, as hoeing is too 
expensive, the foresters sow a legu- 
minous plant, luecena glauca, between 
the rows of teak seedlings. This chokes 
the alang, keeps the soil clean and en­ 
riches tile soil in hum us and nitrogen, 
and ultim ately disappears with the in­ 
crease of the forest cover.
